Cook Employes Play Clever Dodge on 

Voliva's Band and Gained the factory 

By Round About Course 



Zion City isonco more on the map, 
this time the excitement aHaing over 
the determination of the Vollva faction 
to prohibit the use of tobacco In the 
city, the equal determination of some 
of the factory hands to continue to 
smoke if they so choose, and the desire 
of the Independents to see fair play. 

A first class riot was threatened last 
Saturday night between ten and eleven 
o'clock when a band of Volivaitcs to 
the number of three hundred, marched 
to the station and laid hands on two of 
the Marshall Field lace factory employes 
OS they alighted from a Northwestern 
train and refused to cease smoking, 
and despite their strenuous resistance 
they were dragged through some of the 
principal streets to the tune of '*We*re 
Marching Onward to Zion" sung by the 
band. The procession ended In front 
of the police station where the request 
was made to have the two men placed 
under arrest for violating a city ordi- 
nance. Alderman Miller, acting mayor 
of the city came out and armed with a 
heavy cane tried to take the two me^n 
away from the gang, as a result he was 
knocked down the cane was torn from 
his hands and both eyes were blacken- 
ed. The marshall assised by the health 
commissioner then took a hand but were 
unable to cope with the crowd. Final- 
ly however the two men were released 
and the crowd dispersed. 

At the service in the tabernacle Sun- 
day, Voliva exhibited the cane taken 
from Alderman Miller and he asserted 
that he also had his cap. He was pos- 
itive in his statement that smoking in 
Zion must cease. He said that by pre- 
slstant work only could this be accom- 
plished. His plan at present seems to 
be to band his followers and to meet all 
trains seeing that those who alight 
must cease to smoke. 

Monday morning a band of near one 
hundred marched to the depot to meet 
the eight o'clock train on which the 
Cook employes were returning to work 
from Chicago. In some way the em- 
ployes were tipped oft as to what was 
going to happen, and the train men 
stopped the train at Twenty-seventh 
street so that the Cook people could 
get oft there and walk to work; Had 
the iratn pulled In it is likely that a 
riot would have ensued as the Inde- 
pendents were out in full force to see 
that nothing happened to the Cook peo- 
ple. Every member of the Zion police 
force, the aldermen and several score 
of others were on the job, all armed 
with heavy canes and with special po- 
licemen badges on their coats. 

When they sow that they had been 
outwitted, the crusaders took a back 
street and arrived at a point near the 
Cook plant almost as soon as the em- 
ployes. There thoy knelt down on the 
ground and held a religeous meeting 
offering up prayoro for the Cook em- 
ployee. The latter watched them from 
the windows but did not seem to be 
much impressed with the solemnitvof 
the occasion. A similar prayer meet- 
ing was held Saturday evening. - Some 
serious clashes are prophesied before 
the matter is settled.

Wednesday afternoon Edward D. 
ShurtlefT heralded the news of the 
sweeping victoryof the Insurgent Wood- 
men when the following telegram was 
received by the News: 

Springfield, 111., April 24 
Donahue Modern Woodman Bill pas- 
sed house today. Effective July- first. 
Edward D. ShurtlefT. 
This bill is known as the Donhue bill. 
Representative D. D. Donahue of 
Bloomlngton, being its introducer, and 
is aimed directly at the heads of the 
Modem Woodmen who sought to make 
a decided advance in rates. It provides 
that no fraternal insurance society, 
organized under the laws of the state 
of Illinois will be able to raise their 
rates without Hrst obtaining the con- 
sent of the majority of Its members, 
It also makes it impossible for the 
Modern Woodmen to raise prior to the 
year 1D15. 

The only speech in favor of the bill 
was made by Mr. Donohue ond when 
the vote was taken It stood 83 to G in 
favor of its passage. It is now up to 
the senate and if they pass the b\\}, 
and it now appears; almost* cerUHh that 
it will, then it means that the head 
officers of the Modern Wooemen have 
lost out. 

The present head camp officials as- 
sert that the Illinois legislature has no 
right to meddle at this juncture in the 
affairs of the organization, and assert 
that the Donahue bill is unconstitu- 
tional. The bill's backers, supported 
by a meeting held Monday night, of its 
friends from all over the state, are 
claiming that legislative action is an 
Imperative necessity.

Playfully Aiming at Statute He; 

Pulled the Trigger With 

Disasterous Result 



DIDNTKNOWTWASLOADED 



Entire Charge Strikes Child In Back of 

Head Shattering the Skull and 

Causing Instant Death 



Another instance was added to the 
long list of "didn't knowit was loaded" 
accidents Monday morning shortly after 
eight o'clock, when Laura Bushman, 
the nine-year-old daughter of Conrad 
Bushman, who resides on the old Hey- 
dccker farm in the town of Newport, 
was shot and instantly killed by her 
eleven-year-old brother, Arnold, who 
was playing with a shot gun. 

The gun belonged to a twenty-year- 
old brother. The elder lad had always 
been careful to remove tne shells when 
he returned to the house after a hunting 
trip, but Sunday was the exception. 

Arnold was passionately fond of fire- 
arms and although he had never shot 
off the gun he delighted to play wit!i It 
and make believe he was shooting. 
The fact that the gun had never before 
been left loaded in the house made the 
parents willing for hlni to do so. 

On this particular" morning before 
going to school the children were play- 
ing together, and' Arnold picked up the 
gun, through the open door he could 
see a statute on the piano, "I believe 
I can hit that statute" he playfully said 
otld.nev^r. dreaming- that -the -gun was 
loaded he pulled the trigger. At that 
very instant.his little sister, also in ig- 
norance that the weapon was loaded ran 
directly in range, the full charge strik- 
ing her in the back of the head, com- 
pletely shattering the skull and death 
resulting instantly. 

Scarcely had the gun exploded when 
the boy ran to his sister's side and im- 
plored her to speak, but when she did 
not he quickly realized that she was 
dead. His parents alarmed at the shot 
came running into the room to hear 
him screaming, "I've killed Laura" 
and to find her dead body on the floor, 

A physician was summoned but he 
declared that death had been instan- 
taneous. Ac the inquest which was 
held the same afternoon a verdict of 
accidental death was returned.

INVESTIGATES 

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC 

So serious a phaze was the typhoid 
epidemic in the city of .Waukegan fast 
assuming that last week Dr. C. E. 
Crawford one of the chlet physicians 
of the state board of health made a 
thorough investigation of the situation. 

He made a personal visit to every 
home in the city where the disease is 
known to exist and In each case made 
careful inquery as to the water, milk 
ond meat used and where the same' was 
procured. In his report which he ren- 
dered after careful study he said, **I 
have found the sanitary conditions in 
the city very bad. I have found .that 
in many Instances the typhoid cases 
have not been promptly reported and 
that many cases have been caused by 
transmission." He recommended that 
homes where typhoid exists should re- 
ceive no milk in bottles, but that it 
should be delivered froni the can. He 
has not as yet made a complete report,

REVERSE FORMER DECISIONS 



Wife of Traffic Manager Lord of the 

Wisconsin Central Loses Her Suit to 

Recover farm Property 



The celebrated case of Lord vs. Reed, 
which has been litagated in the Circuit 
court of Lake county for the past sev- 
eral years, was settled by a decision 
handed down by the Supreme court 
last Friday. The case has been bitterly 
contested, depositions taken In the 
state of New York, in Chicago and 
Waukegan, the amount involved being 
a large one, to-wit, the ownership of 
the farm southeast of Antioch, worth 
about $12,CM)0. 

The facts in the case are briefly aa 
follows: William F. Lord was general 
traiTicmanager of the Wisconsin Cen* 
tral railroad company, with a wife and 
four children. He became acquainted 
with Miss Reed in the city of Chicago, 
who for a time lived in his family. 
During the five years of their acquain- 
tance, he gave Miss Reed sums of 
money aggregating $4,000 or $5,000 1 ' 
He and Miss Reed planned to marry- 
after Lord should obtain a divorce from 
his wife. Then in the year 1906 Lord 
gave Miss Reed $5,000, which sum to-^ 
gether with other money he had pre* 
viously given her she used ,to. purchase- 
the ~ Kerr farm, tiie transfers of tho 
farm being made in the name of Miss 
Reed in' Waukegan. 

A year later on a pretense of attend- 
ing to business for the railroad Lord 
went to New York, where Miss Reed 
was then living, and died in her home 
from heart failure. The wife was sent 
foranc took the body back to Chicago. 
Upon Lord's death it was found that he 
left 52.800 in the bank and $4,000 lif^ 
insurance. Later it was discoM'ed 
that the farm was in the name of Miss 
Reed. 

Mrs. Lord filed a bill allegingthat 
Miss Reed had obtained the farm by 
undue influence and she alleged further 
that Lord having furnished the consid- 
eration for the farmvthat the farm 
8l\ouId be turned back to^^him, and al- 
leged also that Miss Reed aW Lord had 
schemed to defeat her of her\di>jver\ 
right in Lord's property. 

The taking of the testimony covered 
a period of about two years. Master 
in Chancery Clarke, before whom the 
case was first heard, decided that Mis'a 
Reed had exercised undue mfluence 
upon Lord and ordered the property 
turned buck to Mrs. Lord. Thecaao 
was then carried to the Circuit court 
before Judge Whitney. He aflJrmed 
the decision of Master in Chancery 
Clarke and a decree was entered order- 
ing the transfer of the farm to M» 
Lord. Miss Reed and her attorneys dp- 
pealed the case to the Supreme ' court 
and Attorney A. F. Reaubien ArguM 
the case before the Supreme court in 
February. Friday the guprenrt! court 
handed down a decision reversing the 
judgment of the Circuit court and re- 
manded ithe case back to the Circuit 
court for a decision in fovor of Mis3 
Reed. .The Supreme court Jn-lt^ de- 
cision said: - ;. ,.;'''. -'"^-V *'*'-'" 

'•'There is not the slighteat evidence 
that Miss Reed exercised any undue In- '* 
fiuence over Mr. Lord, other . than the 
influence usually 'exercised in caflfes' of 
this kind. Furthermore, there is, not 
the alightest evidence that Miss Reed 
and Lord conspired to defeat Mra. Lord 
of her dower rights, and we are further 
compelled to find that there is no result- 
ing trust in the farm in favor of il^rs. 
Lord. Accordingly, ttie decision of, £5ifti 
Circuit court is reversed and the 'caat'^ 
remanded for disposition in accordajy| 
with the law of thia opinion." „. ' "

1 Told to Keep Out 

. According to Bride's atory. tho 
Frankfurt waited 20 minutes before 
Bering the "0. Q. D." call of he 
Titanic, and .then asked what yaB'^t^o 
trouble. Meantime tho TlUnlc had 
ralaod the Carpathla. PhlUlpa called 
tho Frankfurt oiwrator a foo and told 
Wm to keep out, but did not tell him 
thp Tltanlo waB sinking. Bride and 
PhllUpa bom Judged the Frankfurt 
.-was the neareot ship becauao of tho 
strength of Its spark. 

Bride also admitted refusing to an- 
Bwer a call from tho OalUomlan to 
tho TlUnlo m the afternoon beroro 
' tho wreck, but sold he later Intercep- 
ted a mosaage from the Calif ornlan 
to tho Baltic, telling of three huge 
icebergs. Ho said be handed this 
jneasago to Captain Smith. 

Senator Smith eBtabUahed by 
■ GugUelmo Marconi, inventor of -the 
wlreloaa system bearing hia name 
that the Titanic. and the Frankfurt 
operated virtually the aame.type of In- 
strument _ ..„„ 
Both Brldo and Thomas Cottnn, 
wlreloBB operator on tho Carpathla, 
vero. more boya. neither being over 
twenty-throo yeara old. 

Neither had any telegraphic oxperl- 
tnco previous to taking up wlreloaa 
telegraphy and both while on tho 
Biand told tales of long houra at low 
wngcB. and days and nights spaut 

•without sleep. 

Operators Were IneKpenenced. 
ThlB inexperience and tho mental 
condition of tho young operators wore 
the two points on which Senator 
Bmltliboro persistently. Ho had put 
Cottan thfough a gruelling examina- 
tion, m which the youth testified that 
.he had not slept moroUhan eight or 
■ ton hours botwooD Sunday night, 



when the Titanic called for help, and 
Thursday night, when the vobroI dock- 
ed hero. Brldo'a story bore out virtu- 
ally all that Cotton's had eBtabUahed. 
"Whltoley, who was whipped ovor- 
bonrd by a ropo while trying to lower 
a lifeboat did not know either of tho 
lookout men's uumea, and bellevoa 
they returned to Kngland with tho 
majority of the surviving members of 
the crew. 

"I hoard ono of them Bay that at 
11:15 o'clock, 15 rahiutos before tho 
Titanic struck, ho had reported to 
Flrat Officer Murdock that he fancied 
ho saw an icoborg," sold Whltoloy. 
"Twlco after, tho lookout said, he 
warned Mr. Murdock that a berg waa 
ahead., I cannot remember their ex- 
act words, but they were Indignant 
that no attention was paid to their 
warnings. Ono of them said: 'No 
wonder that Mr. Murdock shot hlm- 

BOlf.' " ' 

Gets Dead Man's Place. 
Whltoloy'a own eiporlenco waa a 
hard one. 

"I floated on my life preserver for 
several hours," ho said. "^Vhen tho 
sun came up I aaw tho collapsible raft 
In tho dlBtanco, Just black with men. 
They wero all standing up. Mr. 
Lightoller, tho second officer, wna one 
of them. , . 

" It's 31 Uvea agalnat yours,, ho 
Bald, 'you can't coAo aboard. There's 
no room.' . , 

"I pleaded with him in vain, and 
then, I confoBB, I prayod that somo- 
body might die so I could take his 
place. I woB only human. And then 
some ono did dlo and lot me aboard, 
ahlp'a Coal Was Afire. 
Tho atory told by J. Dllley was os 

follows: . , 

"I waa aBBlgned to the Tltanlo from 
tho Oceanic, whoro I had served as a 
fireman. From tho day wo sailed the 
Titanic waa on fire, and my sole duty, 
together with oloven other men, had 
been to fight that flro. We had mado 
no headway agalnat It. 

"Of course the passengers knew 
nothing of the fire. It started in bunk. 
er No. 6. There wore hundreds of 
tons of coal stored there. The coil 
on top of tho bunker was wet. as all 
of tho coal should have been, but 
down at the bottom Qt the bunker, the 
coal waa dry. Tho coal at ,the bot- 
tom of tho bunker took fire, and 
smoldered for days. The wot coal on 
top kept the flames from coming 
through, but down In the bottom of 
tho bunker tho flames were raging. 
Stokers Fight the Flames. 
"Two men from each watch of 
Btokera waa tolled oft to fight that 
flro. Tho atokerB, you know, work 
four houra at a time, so 12 of ua waa 
fighting the flames from tho day wo 
put out of Southampton till wo hit 
tho Iceberg. 

"No, air, we didn't get that flro out 
And among tho stokers there was talk 
that we would have to empty tho coal 
bunkers after we had put our pas- 
Bongera off In Now York and then call 
tho flreboats there to help us put out 

the fire. 

"But we didn't need auqh help. It 
was right under bunker No. 6 that tho 
iceberg tore tho biggeflt hole In the 
Titanic, and tho fiood that come 
through tho Titanic put out the fire 
that our tons and tons of water hadn't 
boon able to get rid of. 

Told to Shut MOuthf. 
"Tho stokers wero beginning to got 
alarmed over It, but the officers told 
ua to keep our mouths shut They 
didn't want to alarm the passengera." 
Another fireman said that because 
of the fire tho ship sank more rapidly 
than otherwise would have been tho 

case. 

"It had been necessary to take the 
coal out of 'sections two and throe on 
the starboard aide forward," ho said, 
"and when the water came rushing In 
after the collision the bulkheads 
would not hold bocauBe they did not 
have tho aupportlng weight of N.the 

coal. t M -c^ 

"Somebody reportod to Chief En- 
gineer Bell that tho forward bulkhead 
had given way and he replied: 'My, 
God,: we are loaf " 

: Hearing Adjourns to Capital. 
The committee ended the taking of 
testimony In New York and adjourned 
to meot In Washington. 

The committee has had aubpoenaea 
aerved on J. Bruce Ismay. P. A, S. 
Franklin, Harold Bride, H. T. Cottan, 
0. H. Lightoller, second officer of tho 
Titanic; H. J. Plttman, third. officer; 
J. G. Boxhall, fourth officer, and H. 0. 
Ix)we, fifth officer of the Titanic, and 
29 members of tbe Tltanlc's crew to 
have them testify In Waahlngtori. 

The atory of the American surviv- 
ors of tho Titanic also will bo told at 
these hearings. Subpoenas wore sent 
out and several wero aerved In the ho- 
tel where tho committee was holding 
Ua hearlnga.

MASSACRE OVER 100 JEWS 



Telegraphops Are Slain While on Duty 

•nd Officials In Their Homes — 

Decapitated Heads Are Paraded 

In Streets on Pikes. 



Fc2, April 24.— The revolt of th« 
ipopulaco and tho Mcwiiah BOltllery bo- 
■gan at midday Friday, after a dologa- 
tJon of natlvo troops had obtalnod ad- 
mlseloQ to tho palaoo and complained 
to tho Bultan of th© now military rem- 
[latlons In connection with tho Fronch 
; protectorate. 

As tho military delegation camo out 
from tho palaco tho soldiers compos- 
(Inff It Bolzed and killed a French cap- 
tain. This was tho slBnal for general 
pillage and massacre throughout city. 
Tho native soldiers, pushed on by 
shrieking Moorish -women, rushed 
through tho streets of tho city slaying 
all tho French they could find and In- 
citing tho population to vlolenoo by 
tho false cry of "the sultan is a pris- 
oner of tho French and must bo lib- 
erated." 

Tho French telegraphers were at- 
tacked by a howling crowd and mado 
a heroic stand, defending their ofllco 
for four hours, in tho meantime send- 
ing xncssages to headquarters at Tan- 
glor. Finally tho office was broken in- 
to, tho telegraphers killed, and their 
bodies mutilated and burned. 

Tho heads of all tho Europeans 
slain by tho native troops wero por 
raded through tho streets on pikes. 

Tho French legation sent out relief 
squads of troops and brought in many 
foreigners, and afterwards the French 
artillery opened fire on the rebels, 
who were grouped In the northern 
quarter. 

Paris, April 24.— After four days of 
anxiety here duo to lack of news from 
Fez, where the populace and Moorish 
soldiers mutinied some days ago and 
attacked all foreigners, some account 
of the trouble reached here Tuesday. 
It Is kno^-n 15 French officers and 
40 soldiers were killed in tho fight- 
ing, while 13 civilians, all of them 
French citizens, wero massacred In 
tholr homes or In tho streets. Be- 
sides these four French officers and 
70 soldiers wero wounded and 100 
Jews slain and a large number wound- 
ed and mutilated. 

A delegation of native troops had 
an audience with tho sultan to com- 
plain about tho new military regula- 
tions of tho French. Upon leaving tho 
palaco they captured and killed a 
French captain. 

Then a general attack on the city 
began, and native troops, urged to 
fury by screaming women, stormed 
through the streets, killing all tho 
French they met and pillaging every- 
where. 

The mutineers roused the people by 
declaring tho sultan was a prisoner 
and must be set free. Th© French 
telegraphers sent the alarm to Tan- 
gier and held their office for four 
hours, 6ut were finally overcome and 
slalii. The legation guards at length 
restored order. 
''A The absence of dispatches from Fei 
led to tho belief that tho uprising has 
assumed serious proportions and that 
tho French -troops were In danger of 
losing control of the situation. Dis- 
patches which were meager reported 
BOO rebels killed in a desperate stnig- 
glo and the Imprisonment of 2,000 
more. All of the Europenn residents 
were gathered in tho sultan's palace, 
where French troops, aided by rein- 
forcements from tho barracks at West 
Meklnese, were on guard.

CLASH IN TURKISH WATERS 



Ottoman Officials Notify Foreign Pow- 
ers That Mines Have Been Placed 
There and That Local Pilots 
Should Be Used by Ships. 



Constantinople, Turkey, April 19. — 
The Italian fleet Is reported at the en- 
Iranco to the Dardanelles straits. One 
Italian warship is said to have been 
lunk. 

London, England, April 19. — Can- 
non firing was heard at the entrance 
to tho Dardanolles according to a dis- 
patch received here from Lloyd's sig- 
nal station In tho Dardanelles. 

It is believed the Italian fleet has 
begun an attack on the forts of the 
straits, but no details have como to 
hand. 

It has been rumored for some weeks 
that Italy contemplated a renewal of 
naval action In Turkish waters and 
the Italian fleet was said to have ap- 
proached within fifty miles of the Daz^ 
danelles a month ago, with the Inten- 
tion of occupying some of the Islands. 

In consequence of these reports the 
Turkish military authorities ro-en- 
foroed the garrisons In the vicinity of 
the Dardanelles straits and the Tur- 
kish government notified the foreign 
powers that the Dardanelles bad been 
mined and that It was necessary for 
vessels passing through to employ lo- 
cal pilots.

by Accident. 



,Galveston, Tex., April 23.— Hidden 
from each other In a denso fog tho 
steamship Den%'er of tho Mallory line 
and tho El Sud of tho Southern Pa- 
cific Steamship company wero in col- 
lision about fifteen miles from tho 
Bolivar light at the entrance to Gal- 
veston Harbor. For a time It was 
feared that the El Sud, which Is a 
freight steamship, would sink. 

Two lives were lost', those of deck 
hands who wero knocked overboard, 
and one negro deck hand oC the El 
Sud was badly hurt 

The crash occurred about fifteen 
miles from the Uolivar light For a 
time it was feared tho El Sud would 
sink. Down at tho bow, El Sud raced 
for the shore and was beached on Gal- 
veston bar. She was saved from sink- 
ing by her forward bulkhead having 
withstood the Inrush of tho sea as the 
bow plates were ripped off. 

There were about 100 passengers on 
the Denver and a cpew pi 70, There 
was a wild rush for life proservere and 
the lifeboats of the Denver after the 
crash, but Capt Charles P. Staples 
and First Ofllcer Lamb succeeded In 
quieting the excited men.

— Laxity In the 
methods of operation of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St Paul railroad is held 
by the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion to have caused tho collision of 
tho two sections of the Columbian 
flier at Odessa, Minn., December 18, 
when ten persons were killed and 2'a 
Injured. 

That tho employes of the road do 
oot know most of the rules for the 
protection of trains and are not re- 
quired to obey the few they ore fa- 
miliar with is tho conclusion reached 
by tho commission after thorough in- 
iroatlgatlon. Tho commission recom- 
mends that tho company be required 
to enforce more strictly Its rules of 
operation and that an understanding 
Df them by tho employes be required.

prepared for tho Stanley Steel trust 
investigating committee of the house. 

The total value of tho railroads is 
fixed at approximately ?18,000,000.000, 
and of that tho Steel corporation alfil- 
latlons are said to control more than 
$10,000,000,000. 

The 23 directors of the Steel cor- 
poration also sit on boards of direc- 
tors of banks. Insurance companies, 
express companies and various other 
Industrial corporations, with an aggro- 
gate capitalization of 57,388,099.410.

While ono mounted 
guard over tho victims the other 
opened tho door, leaned down at tho 
coupling with the next car, took care- 
ful aim. and with one shot cut the air 
brake hose. 

This Instantly throw the emergency 
brakes and the train began, to Jolt 
along at the sudden stoppage. 

Quickly as it had slowed down to 
almost a stop, the robbers leaped off 
the train and disappeared In the dark- 
ness. 

This, together with the fact that 
they knew tho location of the air- 
brake hose and what would happen If

Appeals for aid to Governor Dcnecn 
met with prompt response and hun- 
dreds of tents wero shipped to the 
stricken districts, while physicians, 
surgeons and nurses were recruited to 
save tho lives of those who escaped 
death *only to !lo bruised and bleed- 
ing anild tho debris of their former 
homes. 

Not until the entire country swept 
by tho storm has been carefully ex- 
amined will tho full death list be 
known. Isolated farmhouses have 
been destroyed and their occupants 
killed and Injured. The battered and 
bruised body of a strange man was 
found lying in Momenco river, near 
Grant Park. 

Bush, Kownnee, West Frankfort, 
Campus, Grant Park, Wllllsvlllo, Mur- 
physboro. Freeman, Limestone and 
Lowell, in., and various towns In In- 
diana, were nearly swept from tho 
map. 

Numerous Instances arc recorded 
where persona were driving when the 
storm struck them. Near Jlorocco, 
Ind., Miss Mota Hamlin and Bruce 
Hanger were In a buggy, racing to got 
home ahead of the storm. They lost 
tho race, and when rescuers camo 
along the road later they found both 
of them with their clothing hanging 
In shreds, lying among tho wreckage 
of the buggy, while the horse had dis- 
appeared. Tho whirling storm had 
picked buggy, occupants and horse np 
as if they bad been straws, hurled 
them 100 feet from the road and flung 
them into a gully. 

Dr. H. P. Leedom of Morocco. Ind., 
who came to Chicago, told of. the 
deaths of nino persons at and near 
Morocco. Together with Br. C. P. 
Triplett ho drove for miles through 
tho devastated country In an automo* 
bile, ministering to the sufferers. 

At Campus, III.. Nelson Huslo, his 
wife and their oldest daughter were 
all killed when their house crashed 
down upon them, and two other chil- 
dren wero badly injured. 

Mrs. David Jay of Kankakee, her 
mother, Mr^. Robert Hawkins, and a 
party of friends, had been makin? a 
Sunday afternoon call with friends in 
the country some distance from Kan- 
kakee. 

Stone House Proves Death Trap. 

They wero returning In a largo car- 
riage when rain and hall began to fall 
and all took refuge in a deserted stone 
bouse near the Grundy county line. 
They were scarcely In doors when the 
cyclone struck tho building, lifted tho 
roof and hurled it down, on them, 
and blew In part of the walls. 

Mrs. Jay was almost instantly killed 
and her mother, Mrs. Hawkins, was so 
badly Injured that she is expected to 
die. A piece of plank, part of the 
Toof, was driven into her chest and 
penetrated her lungs. 

Every other member of the party 
was more .or less injured, and only 
prompt surgical attention saved the 
lifo of a young man In the party who 
was badly cut. 

The vlllngo of Bush in Wllllarason 
county, was almost entirely razed. 
Eighteen woto killed outright. 

£ieventy-flve houses, tho hotel, post 
ofHce, mining company's ofllco and the 
railroad roundhouso wore all torn 
from their foundations and hurled to 
tho ground. / 

Flvo ^persons were killed in ono 
bouse, tho homo of Section Foreman 
Can^pbeil of the Iron Mountain rail- 
way. ' 

At 'Wllllsvlllo the coal company's 
buildings and two rows of twenty-live 
bouses were swept flat to tho erround, 
Bovernl miners being killed. 

William Gambell and bis iwo daugh- 
tora were crushed to death when' tbelr 
houso at Mount Prairie was. demol- 
ished.

Theae were fol- 
lowed Immediately by others and In a 
few minutes thero woro acoros swim- 
ming around.

Ono man who had a Pomeranian 
dog leaped overboard with it and strik- 
ing a piece of wreckage was badly 
stunned. He recovered after a few 
minutes and swam toward one of the 
llfeboata and waa taken aboard. Moat

Jumped Into the aea as tho Titanic was 
Bottling, 

Ship Breaks In Two. 
Under Inatructlons from ohlcers and 
men In charge the llfeboata were 
rowed a conalderablo distance from 
tho ship Itself In order to got away 
from tho poaalblo auction that would 
follow the foundering. The maryeloua 
thing about the dlaappearanoo was ao 
little auction as to bo hardly appre- 
ciable from tho point where the boats 
woro floating. 

There was ample time to launch all 
boats before the Titanic went down, 
as It was two hours and twenty raln- 
utea afloat. 

So confident were all hands that It 
had not sustained a mortal wound 
that It was not until 12:15 a. m., or 
Uilrty-flve minutes after tho berg was 
encountered, that tho boats wore low- 
ered. Hundreds of tho crew and a 
large majority of tho ofllcers, Includ- 
ing Captain Smith, stuck to the ahIp 
to tho last 

It was evident after there wore sev- 
eral explosions, which doubtless were 
the boilers blowing up. that It had but 
a few minutes moro of life. 

The ship broke In half amldahlp and 
almost stmultaneoualy tho after half 
and the forward half sank, the for- 
ward half vanishing bow flrat and tho 
other half atcrn flrat. 

Sinks With Little Flurry. 
TliQ sinking ship made much Icsa 
commotion; than the horrifled watch- 
ers In tho lifeboats had exi>ected. 
They were. close enough to the broken 
vessel to aeo clearly the moat grew- 
some details of the foundering. All 
tho spectators agree that the shat- 
tered sections of tho ship went down 
so quietly as to excite wonder. 

Some of tho reacued were- scantily 
clad and suffered exceedingly . from 
tho cold, but tho majority of them 
wore prepared for the emergency. In 
the darkness aboard tho ablp that 
came shortly after the collision It waa 
ImpoBslblo for those In. the boats to 
dlstingulah the Identity of any of the 
persons who leaped In^ the sea. It is 
believed that nearly all cabin passen- 
gers who had not gono overboard Im- 
mediately after tho boata were 
launched vanished with the ofllcers 
and crow. 

Had Time to Dress. ' 
Some of tho stewards who formed 
part of the lifeboat crew aay that aft- 
er the ahlp hit tho berg the majority 
of tho cabin pasBongers went back to 
their staterooms and that it was nec- 
casary to rout them' out and In some 
Inatanoea force life preservers upon 
them. All agree, that the engines of 
tho ahip wero stopped immediately, 
after ahc had mado tho ineffectual 
turn to clear the berg. 

The lifeboats' crew wero made up of 
atewards, etokers, coal trimmers and 
ordinary seamen. It la Bald that tho 
davits were equipped with a new con- 
trivance for tho ff\vift launching of tho 
boata, but that the machinery was so 
complicated and tho men ao unfamil- 
iar with It that they had trouble In

Story by Swedish Offlcep. 

Lieut Hakan BJornatlon Stcffanaon 
of the Swcdlah army, who was Jour-' 
noying to this country on the Titanic 
to see about the exportotlon of pulp 
to Sweden, narrowly escaped being 
carried down In the sinking ahlp when 
ho leaped out from a lower deck to a 
lifeboat that waa being lowered past 
him. Henry Woolner of London also 
made tho leap in safety. Lieutenant 
Stcffanaon thinks ho made the last 
boat to leave tho ship and waa only 
about a hundred yarda away when It 
went.down with a sudden lurch. 

He had about his experience as he 
Iny In bed at the Hotel Gotham, 
utterly worn out by tho strain ho had 
boon under despite hla six feel of 
muscle. It was also the flrat tImo he 
had dlacardod the drcsa suit be had 
worn since tho shock of coUlalon 
startled him from hlB chair" In tho 
cafe where he and Mn Woolner wore 
talking. 

"It' waa not a severe Bhock," aald 
tho lieutenant. "It did not throw any- 
one from his seat; rather It was a 
twlatlug motion that shook the boat 
terribly. Most of the women woro In 
bed. We ran up to tho smoking room,

"We helped to calm aomo of the 
women and advlecd them to dress and 
then set about getting them In boatBl 
There seemed to bo really no rcaeon 
for It, but it was done because It waa 
the safest thing to do. 

"The men went about their task 
quietly. Why should they have dono 
otherwiae — tho shock was so slight to 
cause much ruin, Mr. Woolner and I 
then went to a lower outside deck. It 
waa deserted, but as we wlahed to flnd 
out what had happened we went down 
a deck lower. Then for the first time 
did wo realize the soriouancaa of that 
twisting which had rent the ship near- 
ly asunder. We eaw the water pour- 
ing into the hull and where we finally 
stood water rose to our kneea. 

"Woolner and I decided to got out 
aa quickly as we could and as we 
turned to rush upward we saw slid- 
ing down the port side of the drown- 
ing ship a collapsible lifeboat. Moat 
of thoae It contained were from the 
steerage, but two of ,the women were 
from the first cabin. It waa In charge 
of two aallora. 

Jump Into Swaying Boat 

" 'Let's not take "any chances,' I 
shouted to Woolner, and aa It came 
nearly opposite us, swinging In and 
out slowly, we Jumped and fortunately 
landed In It The boat teetered a bit 
and then swiftly shot down to tho wa- 
ter. Woolner and I took oars and 
started to pull with all our might to 
get from the ship before she sank, for 
now there was little doubt of v^hat 
w^uld happen. 

"Wo could see some gathered In the 
steerage, huddled together, as we 
pulled away, and then crlea of fear 
came to ua. ■ 

■ "Wo had hardly reached a point a 
hundred- yarda away—^and I bellevo 
the boat I waa In was the iast to get 
safely away — when tho horrible 
acreama camo through tho night and 
tho ahlp plunged awlftly down. It waa 
so terribly sudden, and then thero waa 
a vaat quiet, during which we shiv- 
ered oyer the oars and the women 
cried hysterically. Somo of thorn 
tried to Jump overboard and we had 
to struggle in the shaky boat to hold 
them until they quieted down. 
Victims Float io Surface, 

"There was little widespread suc- 
tion from the sinking ahlp, strange to 
say, and shortly after It went down 
people came to the surface, some of 
them atruggllng . and fighting to re- 
main afloat; and some wore very still. 
But they all sank before we could 
reach them. 

'^'It was bitterly cold and moat of us 
were partly wot. , It seemed houra be- 
fore the Carpathla came up and took 
ua aboard. Why, It waa ao cold that 
on board the Titanic wo had been 
drinking hot drinks as if It wero win- 
ter. .The weather was abaolutoly 
clear, thero waa not'the sllghteat fog 
or miat" '

Made More Difficult to See Because 
Calmncsa Left no RIppIco on Sur- 
face of Sea— VIco President Tellt 
of Efforts to Ht^sh Up Disaster. 



i^ Waahlngton, April 23.— With auccor 
.only five mllea nway, tho Titanic slid 
Intolta watery grave, carrying with It 
1,000 of ita paaaengera and crow, 
. whllo an unldontlfled steamer that 
might have saved all failed or refused 
to aeo the frantic algnnla (lashed to It 
for aid. 

This phase of tho tragic disaster 
was brought out before the aenato In- 
voBtlgatlng committee when J. B. Box- 
hall, fourth officer of tho Titanic, told 
of his unauccoaaful attempta to at- 
tract the stranger's attontfon. 

According to Boxhall this ship could 
not have been more than live mlios 
away and was steaming toward tho Ti- 
tanic. So close waa It that from tho 
bridge Boxhall plainly aaw Its maat- 
head lights and side light Both with 
rockets and with tho Morse electric 
signal the young ofllcor tried to hall 
tho Btranger. ' 

Ship Saw Signals. 
Captain Smith and several others in 
tho vicinity of the bridge declared at 
tho time their hcUefVhat Uie vessel 
had seen thom and was signaling in 
reply. Boxhall failed to see the re- 
pUes, however, and In any case tho 
steamer kept on Its course obliquely 
paat tho Titanic without extending aid. 

This, and tho declaration by P. A. 
S. Franklin, vice president of tho 
White Star line, that thero were not 
Bufflclont llfeboata aboard the Titanic 
to care for the ahlp'a company at ono 
time, were easily the foaturea of tho 
hearing. ' 

Tho official was quizzed throughout 
the sesalon on tho moaaagea exchang- 
ed between the Carpathla and hlmaelf 
after tho ahlp had started for Now 
Tork with tho Tltanlc's sunrtvora 
aboard. Among tho aurvlvors was J. 
Bruco lamay, managing director of tho 
lino. 

Urged to Hold Cedric. 

Among tho wireless telegrams read 
Into the record was' one from Mr. la- 
may urging that the steamship Cedric 
bo hold until tho Carpathla arrived 
with Its Borry burden. He declared 
he believed It moat desirable that 
tho crow bo rushed out of the coun- 
try aa quickly aa poaaible. He also, 
the message aald, would ,aall on the 
Cedric, and aaked that clothing be 
ready at tho pier for him when tho 
Carpathla docked. The senate's sub- 
poenas blocked the plan. 

Wanted to Avoid Scare. 

Mr. Franklin told the committee 
how be had aBked to have the earlier 
reports of the Titanic disaster held up 
to avoid unnecessary alarm. He de- 
nied any knowledge of the message 
signed by the White Star lino and ad- 
dressed to Reproaentatlve Hughes of 
West Virginia about tho ship's being 
towed to Halifax and that all pas- 
sengers had been saved. 

Mr. Franklin acknowledged that he 
had Issued reassuring atatementa 
when he had no facts on which to 
base them. 

Tho wltnoBs read from a sheaf of 
wirelesB telegrams received Monday 
morning. None of them contained any 
information of value, but It was upon 
this data that the line Issued its state- 
ments in an effort, said Mr, Franklin, 
to reassure inquirers. 

Gives Reporters News. 

When tho actual news came, bo aald, 
he aent immediately for. the reporters 
and proceeded to begin reading to 
them' tho lengthy wlreleas message 
from the Carpathla, giving the grue- 
some newa In constderablo detail, 

"I began to read: 'Titanic went 
down this morning at 2:20,* und then 
I looked up," 8al6 Mr. Franklin. 
"There waen't a reporter In the room. 
They were all racing for phones to 
got tho hows out to the world." 

Mr. Franklin denied that the White 
Star company bad any Intention to 
spirit, awny from tho country any Ti- 
tanic officers or crow or that tho 
plans to return tho survivora of tho 
crew wore prompted by any desire 
to BuppresB the facts. Ho aald that 
nothing that the officers or crow could 
tell could affect what might be told 
by flurvlving paasongera. 

. Awful Mistake Made. 

Mr. Franklin volunteered a state- 
ment relating to critlclam of tho 
White Star company for attempting 
to, return the prow of the Titanic to 
Kurope Immediately. 

"I think there hsa been an awful 
mlatake made, about that matter," said 
Franklin. "I would like to clear It up. 
The criticisms havo been made that 
we were trying to keep those . men 
from teatlfylng. That la not so. It 
was not tho reason at all. Aa far aa 
the crew are conoemed It wt^s our 
duty to return them to their homes. 

"What poaalblo harm could these 
men do us In an Investigation? They 
could not tell any moro than the^pas-. 
sengera. many of thorn probably not 
so much. Tho worst they could aay 
couldn't help matters." 

Saw Vesiera Lights. 

That part of Boxhall's .testimony 



relating to tho unknown atoamek was 
preceded by a statement that at Cap- 
tain Smith's orders ho had taken 
word of tho ship's position to tht 
wIrcloHS operators. 

"After that," Boxhall conUnucd, "I 
was on the bridge most of tho time 
Bonding out dlstroas slgnala trying to 
attract tho attention of boats ahead. 
I sent up distress rockets until I Jcrc 
tho bridge to try to attract tho atten- 
tion of a ship directly ahead. I had 
seen its llgbtB, It soomcd to bo meet- 
ing us and was not far away. It got 
cloKo enough, so It aeomed to mo, to 
road our electric Morao signals. I 
told tho captain. Ho atood with me 
much of tho tImo trying to signal it. 
Ho told me to tell it In Morao rockot 
Dlgnals, 'Come at once; wo are sink- 
ing.' " 

"Did any answer come?" naked 
Senator Smith.- 

"I did not see them, but two men 
say they aaw algnala from that ship." 

Only Five Mites Away. 

"How far away do you think that 
ahlp waa?" 

"Approximately five mllea." 
Boxhall aald he did not know what 
ship it waa. 

"Have you learned anything about 
that ahlp ainco?" 

"No; Bomo people say It replied to 
our rockets and our signals, but I did 
not see It." 

"By 'aome people' whom do you 
mean?" 

"Not paaaengera, but atowarda and 
the captain all declared they Baw 
them." 

"What did you aee on the ship?" 
"Hrst we saw Ita masthead lights, 
and a few minutes later Us red slde- 
llghta. It was standing closer." 

No Searchlight Aboard. 

"Suppoao you had had a powerful 
aearchllght on tho Titanic, could you 
not havo thrown a beam on the vea- 
aol und have compdlled Ita attention?" 

"We might" 

In reply to a query by Senator New- 
land Boxhall aald the very calmneaa 
of tho sea made It more difficult to 
see the Iceberga. 

"You say you could not see these 
great Icebergs when in the aeaboat. 
but you could hear the water lapping 
ngalnat them?" Oakcd the senator. 

"Yes, Blr. It waa an oily calm and 
wo could aeo nothing In tho amall 
boata." 

"If tho aea Is smooth, then It la dif- 
ficult to discern theso Icebergs?" 

"Yes, sir. I believe If thero had 
been a little ripple on the water, tho 
Titanic would have seen it In time to 
avoid It." 

Boats' Capacity Sixty-Five. 

Boxhall aald that under tho weather 
condltlone experienced at the time of 
the colllalon tho llfeboata wero sup- 
posed to carry 65 persona. Under the 
regulations of the Britlah board of 
trade, in addition to tho oars, there 
wero In tho boat water breakers, war 
tor dippers, bread, bailers, mast and 
sail and lights, and a supply of oil. 
All of these supplies, aald Boxhall, 
wero In the boata when the Titanic 
left Belfast. He could not aay 
whether they were in when the veasel 
left SouthotHpton, 

Boxhall testltled to tho sobriety and 
good habits of his superior brother 
officers. 

Captain on Watch. 

Boxhall said he did not believe the 
captain had been away from tho vicin- 
ity of tho bridge at any time during 
hla watch. 

"When did you seo tho captain 
last?" asked Senator Smith, 

"When he ordered me to go away in 
the boat" 

"Where were you at the time of the 
collision?" 

"Juat approaching the bridge." 

Boxhall went to the bridge, whero 
he found tho flrat officer, Mr. Mur- 
dock; the sixth officer, Mr. Moody, and 
Captain Smith. He said the captain 
asked what was the trouble and the 
flrat officer replied they bad struck an 
Iceberg and added that be had borne 
to starboard and reversed hla engines 
full Bpeed after ordering tho cloalng 
of water-tight doors. 

Tried to Take Three More. 

Boxhall said ho had rowed in the 
aeaboat three-quartera of a mile when 
the Titanic went down. Before that 
ho had rowed around the ahlp'a Btem 
to aeo If he could not take ofC three 
more persons for whom there was 
room. He abandoned that attempt, 
however, becauaehe had with him 
only ono ^man who knew how to han- 
dle an oar and ho feared an accident 
His boat, ho aald. waa the flrst picked 
up by tho Carpathla. That was about 
4:30 In the morning. 

"Did you have any converaation 
with Mr. lamay that night?" 

"Yes, air, before I left the ship. On 
tho bridge juat before tho captain 
ordered me below to take an emer> 
'gency boat" 

"When you boarded the Carpathla 
did you see any lights on any other 
lifeboats?" 

"No. It waa nearly daylight It waa 
daylight by the time I got ray paasen- 
gera aboard tho Carpathla." 

Hli Light Drew Carpathla. 

The Carpathla, ho aald, was ateering 
by the green lights on his lifeboat He 
said ho saw no other llghta. 

"Our green lights were apodal 
lights that I told ono of the sailors to 
put In. I lighted thom after we were 
lowered. The lights were very" bril- 
liant and attracted the Carpathla." 

"Did- you see anyone get In the life- 
boats from, the water or. see any in 
the water?" 

- "No, sir," aald Boxhall. "If I had 
seen any In the water I should have 
-taken them on tho boat" 

Boxhall said that the Bea was calm 
and that In hla. opinion each of the 
lifeboats could havo taken Its full ca- 
pacity. How many ho. had In hit 
amaU aeaboat ho never knew.
